Dr.  R.  Waldman,  chief  chemist 
at  the  Waverly  Sugar  Company, 
was  the  speaker  at  the  monthly 
meeting  of  the  Wartburg  Science 
Club  Thursday,  January  11.

Lutheran  and  non-Lutheran 
bodies,  have  answered  the  grave 
charge  that  "If  we  wish  to  find 
a  scapegoat  on  whose  shoulders 
we  may  lay  the  miseries  which 
Germany  has  brought  on  the  world 
I  am  convinced  that  the  worst  e\  il 
genius  of  that  country  is  not  Hitler 
or  Bismark — but  Martin  Luther.” 
This  unwarranted  and  deliberately 
I  false  statement  are  the  words  of 
William  Ralph  Inge,  formerly 
Dean  of  St.  Paul's.  The  most  pow¬ 
erful  answer  to  this  charge  is 
probably  that  of  Dr.  William  Dail- 
|man,  whose  excellent  article  in  the 
•last  issue  of  the  American  Luth¬ 
eran  should  be  read  by  all.  The 
article  analyzes  Dean  Inge’s  entire 
statement  and  refutes  all  of  the 
former’s  remarks.  While  it  is  im¬ 
possible  for  this  column  to  discuss 
the  article  because  of  its  length, 
a  number  of  worthwhile  facts  will 
follow: 

(a)  Luther’s  position  in  the  Pea¬ 
sant’s  Revolt  which  long  has  left 
a  questionable  blot  on  his  record 
is  upheld  and  well  defended.  Six 
great  Catholics  are  called  upon  to 
clear  Luther  of  his  supposed  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Peasant's  Insur¬ 
rection.  Two  of  these  are: 

1 )  The  French  Catholic  historian 
Michilet  whe  admits,  "their  insur- 
i  eel  ion  had  nothing  to  do  with 
Lutheranism.” 

2)  The  Catholic  historian  Von 
Bueholtz  who  also  admits,  "The 
Peasant’s  Revolt  plainly  lay  out¬ 
side  of  all  connections  with  the 
views  of  Luther. 

(b)  About  1540,  England  was 


'half  Lutheran. 

(c)  Tyndale’s  New  Testament 
was  made  in  Lutheran  Germany 
and  called,  “Luther's  New  Testa¬ 
ment  in  English." 

(d)  Educators  rate  Luther  the 
world's  greatest  educator. 

(e)  Samuel  Taylor  Coleridge 
declared,  “ — All  Germany,  Eng¬ 
land,  Scotland,  and  other  coun¬ 
tries,  started  like  giants  out  of 
their  sleep  at  the  first  blast  of 
Luther's  trumpet.  The  only  fit 
commentator  on  Paul  was  Luther 
— almost  as  great  a  genius."

To  me  that  is  the  real  purpose  that  our  athletic  program  is  serv¬ 
ing;  may  it  never  be  anything  less. 

Has  it  ever  occurred  to  you  that  Wartburg’s  geographical  posi¬ 
tion  makes  her  face  about  the  toughest  schedule  in  the  Iowa  Confer¬ 
ence?  Coach  Hertel  pointed  this  out  to  me  one  night  and  this  is  about 
the  way  it  stands.  The  central  position  in  the  state  makes  Wartburg 
one  of  the  few  schools  close  enough  to  all  the  rest  of  the  Iowa  Con¬ 
ference  schools  to  warrant  our  scheduling  games  with  practically  any 
of  them.
